DETROIT General Motors said 
Thursday a committee of bondhold- 
ers has agreed to a s^reetened deal 
proposed by the U.S. government to 
erase the automaker’s unsecured debt 
in exchange for company stock. 

The news came in a regulatory 
filing that spells out the Obama 
administration’s game plan for what 
it hopes will be a speedy Chapter it 
bankruptcy reorganization that will 
leave GM with a much smixUer debt 
load and the US. government as the 
dominant shareholder. 

A person familiar with GM’s plans 
said it was ^^probablc” that the com- 
pany would file for bankruptcy pro- 
tection on Monday The person didn’t 
want to be identified because the 
plans were still under discussion with 
the US. and Canadian governments. 

The government proposal is simi- 
lar to the approach taken in the bank- 
ruptcy reorganization approach used 
by Chry^sler. Its plan to shed assets 
and sell control of a downsized car- 
maker to Fiat, aided by government 
financial assistance, could receive 
final approval from a bankruptcy 
court judge in New York before the 
end of the week. 

A senior Obama administration 
official estimated that GM would 
be under bankruprey protection for 
6 o to 90 days, which is longer than 
Chrysler’s reorganization because of 
the size and complexity of GM, The 
official spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because of the sensitive nature 
of the ongoing preparations. 

The government’s goal for GM is 
to eventually return it to profitability 
allowing it to eventually scU its shares. 
But the risks for taxpayers arc daunt- 
ing, with US, auto sales near their 
lowest level in 27 years. 

The revised offer to the holders of 
S27 billion in unsecured GM bonds 
amounted to a take- it-or-lcave-it ulti- 
ma turn; Go dong with the govern- 
ment auto task force’s proposal or 
be left holding the assets a new GM 
doesn’t want — ones with presumably 
Ettlc value at all.

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Vain or 
insecure? 

Jean Twenge, author of “The 
Narcissism Epidemic,” said one of 
the great myths about narcissism is 
that it’s a mask for insecurity 

“Deep down inside, narcissists 
think they’re awesome,” Twenge 
said. Efforts to mitigate narcissism 
by boosting a person’s ego is “like 
suggesting to a fat person that they 
eat more doughnuts,” she said. 

Other psychologists disagree. 

Wendy Behary director of the 
Cognitive Therapy Center of New 
Jersey and author of “Disarming 
the Narcissist,” released last year, 
said that underneath narcissists’ 
bravado is a high degree of insecu- 
rity often stemming from parents 
who pressured them to excel at 
everything. 

“The message they get is that 
just being who you are isn’t good 
enough; you have to achieve, you 
have to be extraordinary,” said 




Behary, who specializes in treating 
narcissists. “They feel they have to 
show off to prove themselves.” 

Chicago psychoanalyst Erank 
Summers, who specializes in char- 
acter disorders and agrees that 
narcissism is rooted in a feeling of 
defectiveness, said you can iden- 
tify narcissists by how they handle 
disappointment. 

Summers said he had one patient 
who would fly into a rage when- 
ever he was criticized at work. 
Another patient would crumble 
into self-doubt when the man she 
was seeing didn’t call her when he 
was supposed to. Narcissists are, in 
away, addicted to affirmation from 
others. Summers said, so they suf- 
fer inordinately when they don’t 
get it. 

“To feel disappointed is nor- 
mal, but to have your sense of 
self deflated? That’s not normal,”

Are Millennials creating a narcissistic cuiture?

Hey there, good-looking, you charming devil you. Aren’t you unique, so special, so 
destined for greatness? What’s that? Real life is harder than you expected? No, no, 
it’s not your fault. It’s the world. So unfair. You deserve much better. 

Welcome to the worldview of the narcissist, a self-involved specimen who feels 
entitled to the very best by virtue of his or her inherent awesomeness. 



In her new book, “The Narcissism Epidemic,” 
released in April, author Jean Twenge argues 
that society is more narcissistic than ever— and 
that young adults are hastening its spread. 
Twenge, associate professor of psychol- 
ogy at San Diego State University, says 
several factors are to blame: over- 
involved parents who indulged 
their children’s every whim, 
schools that awarded 
trophies just for show- 
ing up— and, more 
recently, Eacebook, 
Twitter, YouTube and 
reality TV, which encour- 
age people to broadcast their 
every musing and feed the idea 
that anyone can be a star. 

But at the core of narcissism’s rise was 
a cultural shift begun decades ago to cele- 
brate the individual— a good thing, until self-love 
turned into self-obsession, Twenge said. 

Though everyone has some narcissistic traits, 
experts say there’s a difference between feel- 
ing good about yourself and being a narcissist. 
Twenge said studies show high narcissism is on 
the rise. 

A 2005 National Institutes of Health study of 
35,000 Americans found that 9.4 percent of peo- 


ple in their 20s said they had experienced symp- 
toms of Narcissistic Personality Disorder, a clini- 
cal condition, in their lifetimes. That’s compared 
with 6.2 percent of the general population and 
just 3.2 percent of people older than 65, who’ve 
had much more time to be narcissistic. 

To be diagnosed with Narcissistic Personality 
Disorder, a person has to meet at least five of 
nine symptoms spelled out in the Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders. 
But the essential features of NPD are a perva- 
sive pattern of grandiosity, need for admiration 
and a lack of empathy 

And it’s not just that young people tend to be 
more self-absorbed than their elders. 

When college students in 1982 filled out the 
Narcissistic Personality Inventory, a standard 
test for measuring non-clinical narcissism, one 
out of seven answered the majority of questions 
in the narcissistic direction. When college stu- 
dents took the same inventory in 2006, one out 
of four leaned narcissist, Twenge said. 

Twenge’s theory that people born in the 
1970S, ’80s, and ’90s have ushered in a wave of 
narcissism— “Generation Me,” as she called 
them in another book— has its critics. 

Neil Howe, an expert on generations and co- 
author of the 2000 book “Millennials Rising,” 
said narcissism was much more of a trait among 


Baby Boomers, who rebelled against the system 
by affirming their individuality 

Millennials, by contrast, are performing more 
community service than their predecessors, 
getting along with their parents, and are willing 
to acknowledge their flaws, Howe said. They 
are optimistic and do think they’re special, he 
said, but that can be positive because they then 
strive to live up to the standards they have set 
for themselves and society 

Millennials and other young Chicagoans 
admit their generation is narcissistic, but in a 
good way 

“I think I’m beautiful; is that a bad thing?” 
said Sandy Barrera, 31, who lives in Rogers Park. 
“It’s self-esteem.” 

But experts emphasize that self-esteem is dis- 
tinct from narcissism. 

“Self-esteem, at base, is a feeling of T feel good 
about myself,’ ’’Twenge said. “Narcissism, at base, 
is, T’m special and better than other people.’ ” 

Contrary to the popular belief that narcissists 
are more successful than their peers, Twenge 
said studies show narcissists’ overconfidence 
backfires because they don’t work as hard. 

Psychologist Albert Bernstein, author of 
“Emotional Vampires,” divides narcissists into 
two categories: “Narcissistic Superstars,” who 
strive to get ahead at any cost, and “Legends in 
their Own Minds,” who think they’re so special 
that rules don’t apply to them. The latter— who 
don’t recycle or obey traffic rules, who cut cor- 
ners at work and take “mental health days” — are 
on the rise, Bernstein said, as society feeds the 
notion that people don’t have to do what they 
don’t want to do. 

Narcissists often are charming and fun to 
be around— at first. But they lack empathy for 
others and have trouble seeing any perspective 
other than their own, so deeper relationships 
can be difficult, psychologists say 

Needing constant reminders of how great

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they are, narcissists thrive on social network- 
ing sites, Twenge said. 

According to a University of Georgia study 
published in September— and co-written 
by Twenge ’s co-author on “The Narcissism 
Epidemic,” W. Keith Campbell— you can 
tell a narcissist by his or her Facebook page. 
The study gave personality questionnaires 


to 


130 Facebook users 
and found that the 

people who scored higher in narcissistic per- 
sonality had more friends and wall posts on 
their profiles, and they tended to use more glamor- 
ous, self-promoting pictures as their main photo. 

Though someone else’s vanity may seem harm- 
less, Twenge said over-confidence can lead narcis- 
sists to take dangerous risks. And a superiority 
complex can lead narcissists to take more resources 
for themselves and leave less for other people. 

Aaron Swiercz, 

27, who works at a 
guitar store, said 
he spots narcissists all the time. They’re the ones 
who will knock a guitar off the wall, get their fin- 
gerprints on it, then take it to the counter and 
demand a discount because it’s scratched. 

“But they’re the ones who scratched it,” said 
Swiercz, of Joliet. “They’re so wrapped up in their 
own thing they don’t even notice.” 

While there’s no excuse for being impo- 
lite. Jasmine Caban, 30, said pop culture’s 
emphasis on “being out there and 
being yourself” has made narcis- 
sism an acceptable and even 
desirable trait. 

“If you don’t push yourself,” Caban of 
Humboldt Park said, “you’re going to get 
pushed over.” aelejalderuiz@tribune.com

ISAAC CAROTHERS 
CHARGED WITH FRAUD, 
BRIBERY IN SCANDAL

Aid. Isaac Carothers (29th), a staunch ally of Mayor 
Daley was indicted Thursday on charges he accepted 
about $40,000 in improvements to his residence 
as well as meals and tickets to sporting events in 
exchange for backing a major project by a developer. 

The developer, Calvin Boender, also was indicted. 

Carothers, 54, was charged with four counts of wire 
and mail fraud and one count each of accepting a bribe 
and filing a false federal income tax return. 

According to federal authorities, Boender sought 
to transform the city’s largest undeveloped tract of 
land, a 50 -acre former rail yard and industrial site in 
Carothers’ West Side ward. 

Carothers supported successful zoning changes 
for the Galewood Yards project, enabling half of the 
property to be sold at a profit of about $3 million to 
Boender, the charges alleged. 

Between June and September 2004, Boender alleg- 
edly paid for about $40,000 in improvements to 
Carothers’ home, including painting both the exterior 
and interior and installing new windows and exterior 
doors as well as central air conditioning. 

Boender directed a general contractor who worked 
for him to provide the home improvements without 
charging Carothers, authorities said. 

The developer also paid for meals for Carothers and 
gave him free tickets to professional sporting events, 
including skybox tickets for at least one White Sox 
playoff game during its World Series run in 2005, 
according to the charges. 

“We want to send a message today ... that if people 
pay money to aldermen who have an influence over 
zoning in the hope of getting a benefit ... we will inves- 
tigate both the alderman and the people who pay the 
money,” U.S. Atty Patrick Fitzgerald said at an after-

noon news conference. 

Lawrence Beaumont, attorney for Carothers, urged 
the public to remember that his client is presumed 
innocent, and that it is up to the government to prove 
the charges at trial. 

“We expect we will enter a plea of not guilty, and 
at this point we are looking forward to that trial,” 
Beaumont said. 

Federal authorities have been investigating 


Carothers, chairman of the City Council’s Police and 
Fire Committee, for the past several years. 

Carothers is the first alderman to face federal 
charges since Arenda Troutman (20th) was charged 
in 2007 with demanding campaign money and bribes 
to support developers’ projects. 

Daley said Thursday’s indictment was “sad and 
surprising news to those of us who have worked with 
him. I have known Ike Carothers for several years and 
have known him only to be a hardworking, dedicated 
public servant. It will be up to the courts to determine 
whether the public trust had been violated. 

“These are clearly very serious allegations. As I have 
always said, if there are individuals who have violated 
the law, they should be prosecuted and held account- 
able for their actions.”

Clout and college 


U. of I. applicants may have 
gotten special consideration

At a time when it’s more competitive than ever 
to get into the University of Illinois, some stu- 
dents with subpar academic records are being 
admitted after interference from state lawmak- 
ers and university trustees, a Tribune investiga- 
tion has revealed. 

Hundreds of applicants received special 
consideration in the last five years, according 
to documents obtained by the Tribune under 
the state’s Freedom of Information Act. The 
records chronicle a shadow admissions sys- 
tem in which some students won spots at the 
state’s most prestigious public university over 
the protests of admissions officers, while others 
had their rejections reversed during an unad- 
vertised appeal process. 

In one case, a relative of Antoin “Tony” 
Rezko, the now-convicted influence peddler 
for former Gov Rod Blagojevich, got admitted 
after U. of I. President B. Joseph White wrote an 
e-mail stating that the governor “has expressed 
his support, and would like to see admitted” 
Rezko’s relative and another applicant. 

White’s message to the university chancel- 
lor was passed on to admissions officials on the 
same day they entered a rejection decision for 
the Rezko relative. “He’s actually pretty low,” 


replied an admissions officer, referring to the 
applicant’s ACT score and other credentials. 
“Let me know when the denial letter can go 
out.” 

Instead, the relative was admitted. 

Since 2005, about 800 undergraduate stu- 
dents have landed on the clout list for the 
Urbana- Champaign campus. It’s unknown how 
many would qualify for entry on their own, but 
their acceptance rate is higher than average. For 
the 2008-09 school year, for example, about 77 
percent were accepted, compared with 69 per- 
cent of all applicants. 

High school counselors and admissions 
experts said letting clout affect admissions 
compromises the integrity of the university 

“Whether it’s {a Rezko relative] or any other 
kid who takes a spot, he typically takes a spot of 
someone who is more qualified. That’s the part 
that gets my blood boiling,” said Jim Conroy, 
a New Trier Township High School counselor. 
“This is not a private institution. This is yours 
and mine. Our flagship state university should 
not be part of any political shenanigans.” 

White said it’s not unusual for selective uni- 
versities to receive input on applicants from 
interested parties, and it’s important to have 
a system to track the requests. He declined to 
discuss specific cases, but said: “I would never 
support admission of a student over better- 
qualified students simply because of connec- 
tions and pressure.”

There’s already a Park City in Illinois, but Chicago deserves that title. 

The city has 570 parks in various shapes and sizes, according to the Chicago Park 
District. 

It hasn’t felt like summer this week, so perhaps you didn’t take your dog to Grace 
Noethling Park (a.k.a. Wiggly Field) or shoot hoops at Blackwelder Park on the South Side. 

But before summer activities get under way, you should know how to be safe in Chicago 
parks. RedEye searched through data posted on the Chicago Police Department Web site for 
crimes committed on park property this year. Most of the incidents related to battery, theft, 
possession of drugs, vandalism and trespassing. 

Parkgoers are arrested for trespassing only if they have been 
warned to stay out of the parks for various reasons — if the park 
is closed, for instance, or a patron is being disruptive, said Park 
District spokeswoman Marta Juaniza. The parks and beaches 
stay open until ii p.m., but the field houses typically close 
at 9 p.m. 

Depending on the needs of the community, parks are 
policed in a variety of ways, Juaniza said. Each park 
is patrolled by a police car, she said, and some have 
an on-site security officer or a mission team officer 
who visits the park. 

The Lakefront Trail, which is under Park 
District jurisdiction, is monitored by police bike 
teams, Juaniza said. 

In reviewing park property crime data, 

RedEye found that multiple incidents 

occurred in Hamlin, Pottawattomie and Warren Parks on the North 
Side and Kennicott, Davis Square, Hale and Marquette Parks on

the South Side. 

Last month, two homicides occurred on park property, police 
data show. A 28 -year-old man was shot and killed in Davis Park 
in Austin on April 3. 

Five days later, a 22-year-old man was shot and killed on park 
property near 94th Street and Greenwood Avenue. Burnside 
Park is listed at that address. 

Of the 511 homicides that occurred last year, six occurred 
on park property, according to a Chicago Police Department 
report. 

‘As for tips on how to stay safe, just as one would recom- 
mend to anyone walking down a local sidewalk, be aware of 
your surroundings, stay in well-lit areas, and try to walk with 
someone after dark,” Juaniza said in an e-mail to RedEye.

Swat offensive. 

“Our targets are security forces, who are 
killing innocent people in Swat and other 
adjoining areas,” said Hakimullah Mehsud, 
a deputy to Pakistani Taliban chief Baitullah 
Mehsud. “We regret that some innocent peo- 
ple were also killed in the Lahore attack, we 
did not want that.” 

He said other attacks were planned for the 
major cities of Multan, Rawalpindi, Lahore 


and the capital, Islamabad, and urged civil- 
ians to flee. 

Two bombs in Peshawar were mounted on 
motorcycles and exploded within seconds of 
each other, tearing off walls and shattering 
windows of a row of small shops at a popular 
market, police and witnesses said. 

“It was a sudden blast and then there was 
fire all around, a cloud of smoke filled the 
sky,” said Khair Uddin, a shopkeeper whose 
hands and chest were left bloodied by shrap- 
nel from the blast. 



Wave of the future? 

□ SAN FRANCISCO Google is hatching a new species of 
e-mail and instant messaging, but the Internet search 
leader first wants the hybrid service to evolve even more 
with the help of independent computer programmers. 

The free tool, called “Google Wave,” runs in a Web 
browser and combines elements of e-mail, instant mes- 
saging, wikis and photo sharing in an effort to make 
online communication more dynamic. 

Google offered the first glimpse of Wave on Thursday 
during the company’s annual conference for software 
developers. The rest of the Web-surfing public won’t be 
able to hop on Google Wave until later in the year. (Go 
to wave.google.com for a preview.)

Sad and lazy 


Camera Obscura delivers 
gorgeous, uptempo pop 
in spite of themselves

Glasgow-based pop- 
rockers Camera 
Obscura began playing 
together in the ’90s, 
but it wasn’t until the 
band’s second album, 

“Underachievers Please 
Try Harder,” was 
released in America in 2004 that we heard 
much of them here. Metromix checked in 
with singer Tracyanne Campbell to discuss the 
band’s latest, the poignant, highly acclaimed 
“My Maudlin Career.” 

Your songs seem to be sad, or at least wistful, 
most of the time. How conscious is that? 

I don’t really make the choice to write in a 
particular way It comes out very naturally I 
think I’ve always been a bit melancholy It’s 
something I’ve always fought against— there 
can be something really dangerous in wallow- 
ing around. There’s nothing romantic about it. 


Still, many of the greatest songwriters— be it 
The Smiths or Richard Thompson— are best 
when their music is sadly romantic. Do you 
find yourself responding to that stuff most? 

Sure, I like The Smiths, and I like Richard 
Thompson. I like all sorts of music. Anything 
that moves me. I can be moved by Kylie 
Minogue records. There’s nothing like being 
moved by a song, whether it makes you sick to 
your stomach or wonderfully happy 

I imagine you bristle at being described as a 
Scottish pop group in the tradition of Belle and 
Sebastian and Orange Juice. 

It’s bulls***. We’ve just had a whole conversa- 
tion about the music we’re into, and it’s not 
all Belle and Sebastian and Orange Juice. It’s 
Carole King and the Beach Boys. People don’t 
listen. It’s not really who we are. 

Your songs have a lot of polish to them. Do they 
change a lot in the studio or during rehearsal? 

I’m quite a lazy person and quite a lazy song- 
writer. I just spell it out and hope it’s done 
with. I think we’re pretty good at getting 
them up and going.

Sorry to let the cucumber out of the tinfoil, 
Spinal Tap fans, but it’s called the Unwigged & 
Unplugged tour for a reason. So, no, the amps 
will not go up to II. And forget the ill-fated 
drummer. 

“We don’t even have a drum machine,” says 
actor-comedian-musician Michael McKean. 
“They’ve been known to explode.” 

McKean and his longtime pals Christopher 
Guest and Harry Shearer are back on the road, 
sans Spandex but armed with career-spanning 
tunes — from Tap’s legendary “Big Bottom,” to 
“Blood on the Coal,” which was heard in folk- 
parody film ‘A Mighty Wind” to “Waiting for 
Guffman” songs. 

McKean chatted last week before the group’s 
Cleveland show 

It’s an anniversary year for you guys, isn’t it? 

It’s the 25th anniversary of the release of “This 
Is Spinal Tap,” but it’s the 30 th anniversary 
of our appearance on “The TV Show,” a Rob 
Reiner pilot. We show a clip in the current 
show from that performance. 


What can foiks expect at the show? 

We are able to hop around the entire oeuvre, 
as the French put it. We do a Tap song, then 
a Folksmen song, then we do a song from 
“Guffman,” then we do a Harry Shearer song 
and then we do another Tap song. 

Done au naturei, so to speak. 

It’s pretty much who we really are. We’re very 
relaxed onstage, which is kind of how we want 
it at this stage in our lives. We’ve been having 
a great time every night. 

Spinai Tap is actuaiiy reieasing a new aibum, 
**Back From the Dead,” next month. You revisit the 
songs from the fiim, right? 

What you hear on the soundtrack album are 
not the songs that would have been if they were 
studio productions, so we rerecorded them. 

It’s revisionism, yes, but we are also making 
use of some of the sophisticated studio stuff 
that wasn’t around in 1982. We recorded “Jazz 
Oddyssey” at long last. And a couple of new 
versions— a reggae “Flower People,” “{Funky} 
Sex Farm” with horns and rapping and the 


whole catastrophe. And “Short and Sweet”— 
the joke is “Short and Sweet” can go on for half 
an hour with all the solos. 

How does it feei after aii these years to have foiks 
come out and see you guys? 

A lot of it has to do with Chris’ work, his sub- 
sequent stuff— with “Guffman” through “For 
Your Consideration. ’’There’s always music in 
these films, a lot of original music. Obviously 
with “Guffman” and “Mighty Wind,” there 
was actual source music that we see happening 
on the screen. ... His work has expanded the 
demographic. We have accompanied minors 
right up to guys in their 70s and 80s. 

How’s iiving in L.A. treating you? 

I am never there. When I am finished here 
on the road, the band goes home and I stay 
in Chicago. We’re workshopping this play 
“Superior Donuts,” which I did at Steppenwolf 
last year, it’s a Tracy Letts play We’re workshop- 
ping in preparation to bring it to New York, 
where we’re looking for an October opening.

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Break-out stardom 
no easy feat for Biel

She’s done movies that either 
weren’t finished or went straight to 
video. The “break-out role” hasn’t 
happened. 

But just when you write Jessica 
Biel off as Justin Timberlake’s girl- 
friend, or the new face of Revlon, 
or more “celebrity” than actress, she 
goes and does Noel Coward on you. 

It’s not just about the money, 
being in a hit, Biel says. “I Now 
Pronounce You Chuck & Larry” was 
her biggest. 

“If you do something out of the 
norm, something creatively different, more 
demanding or challenging, it’s easy to get excit- 
ed about work,” she said. “I look for that.” 

“Easy Virtue,” a period piece about a brash 
American creating waves in a family of stiff, 
upper-class Brits, was Biel’s big stretch, a 
chance, as she puts it, “to play a great broad” 
and trade barbs with the cream of the crop of 
British acting. 


“We knew we’d made the right 
call when Colin Firth comes over to 
me and goes, ‘She’s going to steal the 
bloody movie from all of us,’ ” direc- 
tor Stephan Elliott said, laughing. 

Just because she’s beautiful and 
being romanced by a pop star, 
don’t think that Biel, who turned 
27 in March, couldn’t use a break. 
Her much-ballyhooed “stripper” 
drama “Powder Blue” went straight 
to video. Another edgy film she 
was in, the David O. Russell satire 
“Nailed,” halted production and was 
never finished. Even “Easy Virtue,” 
which Elliott and his co-writer freely adapted 
from a 1924 Noel Coward play, was panned by 
the U.K.’s Coward purists. 

“It’s really hard to make a decision about 
what you want to do,” Biel said. ‘And worry 
about what could happen to the movie out- 
side of my control makes it even harder. ‘Is this 
movie going to come out? Will anyone see it?’ 
You have to let all of those things go ...

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“But sometimes, it is hard not to think about 
those other possibilities that could derail your 
train.” 

She was “devastated” by the “Nailed” experi- 
ence, in which the money ran out mid-filming. 
“If I’d had an idea that it might happen, would 
I still have done it? I don’t know. Probably It 
made me a better actor.” 

But the breakdown of “Nailed” was closely 
followed by a bit of good news. “Easy Virtue” 
played at the Toronto Film Festival and 
the reviews were glowing— “Biel sparkles,” 
Variety enthused. One way she sparkles is in 


doing something she’s long wanted to do in a 
movie — sing. 

“Turns out, she’d had all this musical the- 
ater in her younger days,” Elliott said of Biel’s 
rendition of “Mad About the Boy” “She was so 
delighftul in that scene that we had other actors 
start singing. It really changed the film.” 

Biel laughed. “It sounds really cheesy to say it, 
but singing is one of those things I do that makes 
my heart, my gut, feel really happy It’s like I’m 
9 years old again, living a dream I had all the 
way back then. It really makes all the bad things 
that happen worthwhile.”

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Wisconsin chef teaches 
cooking in forests, f ieids

As more travelers show an interest in local cui- 
sines, a Milwaukee chef is taking the trend a bit 
further with a cooking school 
that travels to the food’s ori- 
gins. 

The Braise Culinary School 
in West Bend hosts classes on 
farms and in forests during warm 
months. Most classes start with 
a farm tour— or recently, a walk 
in the woods— so students can 
see how food grows before they 
learn to prepare it. 

“The idea, basically, is to 
reconnect people to their 
food,” chef and owner David Swanson said. 

He came up with the idea while working on 
a business plan for a restaurant and attached 
cooking school. 

“One question that I would think that would 
come up is: ‘Where is this food coming from?’ ” 
Swanson said. From there, it was a short jump 
to offering classes— sometimes literally— in the 
field. 

Swanson, 39, worked in restaurants in the 
Chicago area and Milwaukee for about 20 years 


before opening the cooking school in 2006. 
Since then, he has cooked in apple orchards, 
wheat fields and breweries. This year’s first class 
began with a mushroom hunt 
in woods near the University 
of Wisconsin-Washington 
County 

Many of Swanson’s classes 
are taught on CSA farms. The 
farmers sell shares of their 
crop in the spring, often for 
$500 or $600, and then deliv- 
er boxes of produce weekly 
during the growing season. 

Typically, about a third of 
Swanson’s students are CSA 
members eager to learn how to prepare the 
food they’re receiving. Others are foodies, and 
some just want a new experience. 

“The farmer will talk about what they’re 
growing, what their practices are,” Swanson 
said. “People will ask questions about what they 
are growing in their garden, how it pertains to 
them.” 

Swanson also plans classes at a creamery 
near Madison and a wheat field on Washington 
Island in Lake Michigan.
